\\J  HEREAS  Edmund  T.  Wade  was  duly  elected

on  the  18th  day  of  January,  A.D.  1892  ; and 

Whereas  Bion  B.  Smith  was  duly  elected  Assessor 
at  a meeting  of  the  said  Council  held  on  the  2nd  day 
of  April,  A.D.  1892;  and 

Whereas  it  is  necessary  to  appoint  the  remuneration 
of,  and  determine  the  security  to  be  given  by,  the  said 
officers  ; 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  said  Municipal 
Council  of  the  District  Municipality  of  Surrey,  pur- 
suant to  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal  Act: — 

1 That  the  appointment  of  Edmund  T.  Wade  as 
Clerk  and  Collector,  and  of  B.  B.  Smith  as  Assessor, 
is  hereby  confirmed. 

2.  That  the  said  Edmund  T.  Wade  shall,  whilst  he 
shall  continue  to  be  employed  as  Clerk,  be  paid  a 
salary  of  eighteen  dollars  and  seventy-live  cents  (18.75) 
per  month,  and  so  long  as  he  shall  continue  to  act  as 
Collector  be  paid  a commission  of  five  per  cent.
